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Leisure centre celebrates windfall

SPORTING fanatics are 
celebrating this week after 
an arduous bidding process 
saw Bridport’s leisure cen¬ 
tre awarded a grant of 


£315,000 towards its facili¬ 
ties. 


The lottery money was 
awarded to upgrade the cen¬ 
tre and to encourage more 
children, female mgby play¬ 
ers and over 55 year olds 
from rural areas to the com¬ 
plex. 

Work on the new dry 
changing facilities and the 
building of an outdoor 
sports changing rooms is 
scheduled to begin in May 
2010 in the hope of com¬ 
pleting them by August in 
time for the rugby season. 

General manager Nick 
Neale said: “We were 
thrilled to hear we were to 
receive the money.

“The bidding process was 
quite arduous, a long 
process that started back in 
June last year. Then we 
were shortlisted down to 30 
from 530. Then we had to 
submit another application 
for the second stage in the 
middle of December. 

“We got the news last 
Monday and are obviously 
thrilled and delighted, not 
only for the leisure centre 
but for the people of Brid- 
port. 

“We are proud of the facil¬ 
ities we offer to our local 
community, and feel very 
fortunate to be able to offer 
an excellent quality service 
in such a wonderful geo¬ 
graphic location,” 

The project will be deliv¬ 
ered by Bridport and West 
Dorset Sports Trust Lim¬ 
ited. 

The total project cost of 
Bridport Leisure Centre 
“Sustaining Success, Going 
for Growth” is £766,371 
with additional funding se-

HAVING recently set up his own business, with 
help from the government's New Deal for Disabled 
People scheme, 50-year-old Glenn Willis is enjoy¬ 
ing life in Lyme where he lives with partner Cather¬ 
ine and their seven-year-old Staffy, Buster. 

Having had a variety of jobs during his life, 
mainly in the electronics or engineering indus¬ 
tries, the internet DJ has also been a key figure in 
Lyme's youth work, a sector he has been part of for 
the past 25 years having started as a volunteer in 
youth cafe. From there he ended up running all 14 
information. Advice and Guidance Centres in 
Northamptonshire. 

This experience has not only benefitted InSPA- 
Ration, but the voluntary youth sector in the 
county. 


■ AS chair of InSPARation Cafe, do you feel it's im¬ 
portant to reopen the youth club on Church Street? 

I think it is important that we get some form of full-time 
youth facility open in the town. The Church Street prem¬ 
ises would seem to be the logical option, given that that 
is what it is intended as. 

■ IS there enough provision for the youth of Lyme 
Regis, especially after recent newspaper reports? 

There is nowhere near enough youth provision in the 
town. The newspaper reports have highlighted what 
those of us involved with young people in the town have 
known all along. As well as a dedicated youth club, I’d 
like this to be the year that Lyme Regis gets the skate 
park that it’s been promised for 20 years. I’d also like to 
see a dedicated information, advice and guidance facility 
for the young people in town, in parallel to the youth 
club, servicing the physical, emotional and mental well 
being of the young people. 

■ WHAT things would you like to see changed in 
the town? 

Obviously I would like to see the young people of the 
town given better provision. It would be great if, as well 
as a youth club, we could put up some “Pods” for young 
people to congregate and meet in. I’d also like to see the 
Three Cups Hotel re-opened as a hotel. It’s a big shame 
that this beautiful building has been allowed to deterio¬ 
rate. 

■ WHAT is it you most enjoy about living in the 
town? 

The main thing I enjoy about living in Lyme is the friend¬ 
liness of the town and the people. In Kettering, where I 
come from, if you were to say hello to a stranger in the 
street, they would look at you like you have two heads! 
The people of Lyme have been very welcoming towards 
me, especially after my accident 18-months-ago. 

■ YOU lost a leg in a motorcycle accident 18- 
months-ago but are keen to get back in the saddle. 
What draws you to the motorcycle? 

I’ve been a biker since I was old enough to ride my first 
motorcycle. I enjoy the freedom that you get in the saddle 
and the camaraderie of bikers in general. Following my 



accident, I joined the National Association for Bikers 
with a Disability (NABD). A camping field full of bikers 
with arms and legs missing (I have the bottom part of my 
right leg missing) is not a good advert for biking, but it 
underlines the determination of bikers to just get on with 
life. Also, bikers do a lot of work for charity. Having that 
freedom makes you more appreciative of the good things 
in life and more determined to help those less fortunate 
than yourself. 

■ YOU also host a weekly show on the Internet for 
bikers. Can you explain a little bit about the show? 

The show is a rock show on www.bikerfm.co.uk, on 
Tuesday evenings from 6 till 9pm. It’s not a heavy rock

TIM Archer has been ap¬ 
pointed Chief Operating 
Officer of Dorset Com¬ 
munity Health Services, 
the provider arm of NHS 
Dorset.

I ’VE lost count of the 
hours I’ve spent in the 
Guildhall in Axminster 
covering various plays, op¬ 
erettas, musicals and vari¬ 
ety shows. Mostly they 
have been enjoyable occa¬ 
sions, interspersed with a 
few very long nights in¬ 
deed. 

Few have been more 
pleasurable than the first 
night of “Summer Holi¬ 
day”, performed by the re¬ 
cently formed Marvellous 
Amateur Dramatics 
(MAD). 

In a way it was a mad 
night, for the leading man 
was no other than my ace 
reporter Tom Glover, play¬ 
ing the “Bachelor Boy” 
part immortalised by Cliff 
Richard in the 1963 film. 

We knew he was a tal¬ 
ented lad but we were gob¬ 
smacked by his singing 
voice and acting ability in 
his first major stage role. 
His interpretation of 
Cliff’s speaking voice was 
worryingly accurate! 

Directed and produced 
by Bernie Fallon and 
Maria Herbert, both expe¬ 
rienced amateur theatre 
producers, this was MAD’s 
first production. They were 
formed last year with the 


simple aim of giving local 
people the chance to take 
part in all aspects of musi¬ 
cal theatre, not just singing 
and dancing. 

It was heartwarming to 
see so many young people 
on stage, giving it their all 
and having a good time in 
the process. 

“Summer Holiday” was 
all about young people 
having a good time - and 
that was certainly the case 
at the Guildhall. 

MAD is based in Char- 
mouth, drawing their mem¬ 
bers from across West 
Dorset and East Devon, 
and plan to take their 
shows around the area 
which is good news for 
theatregoers in the other 
local towns. 

“Summer Holiday” is a 
tale of how four London 
bus mechanics, desperate 
for a holiday in warmer 
climes, renovate of an old 
Routemaster and drive it 
around Europe as a mobile 
hotel. Along the way they 
bump into a three-girl 
singing group on their way 
to a gig in Greece. They 
also get involved with an 
up-and-coming American 
singer with an over ambi¬ 
tious mother and puppet 


agent as well as getting ar¬ 
rested a couple of times. 

Inevitably our confirmed 
bachelor boy falls in love 
and ends up getting en¬ 
gaged to the young singer, 
much to the chagrin of her 
mother. 

As a teenager in the 
1960s, it’s how we all 
wanted to spend our sum¬ 
mer holiday. 

In the original film, as 
well as Cliff Richard the 
cast included Melvin 
Hayes, as one of the Lon¬ 
don bus boys, Lauri Peters, 
Una Stubbs, David Kossof 
and The Shadows. It was 
revived as a stage musical 


in the mid-1990s starring 
Darren Day. 

So the MAD cast had 
plenty to live up to and 
they certainly gave it their 
best shot. With a party of 
other View staff, we at¬ 
tended the first night and, 
apart from a few minor 
hitches with the face mics, 
it was as good an opening 
show as I have seen on the 
local stage. 

The show includes all the 
big hits - “Living Doll”, 
“Do You Wana Dance”, 
“Bachelor Boy” and, of 
course, “Summer Holi¬ 
day”, providing the audi¬ 
ence with plenty of 


foot-tapping involvement. 
And, of course, we all 
joined in the encore finale 
medley. 

Tom was given excellent 
support by his three travel¬ 
ling companions - Tom 
Matthews (Edwin), Greg 
Horton (Cyril) and Ben 
Kapur (Steve). They each 
gave confident and assured 
performances with Greg 
the joker in the pack and 
Ben doing a little guitar 
solo aka The Shadows. 

Talent must run in the 
Glover family. Tom’s sister 
Jodie played the part of 
Angie, one of the Do Re 
Mi trio, with a faultless

performance, great singing 
and and really expressive 
acting. I even heard that 
their dad Tony does a mean 
Elvis impersonation. 

Lauren Antinoro and 
Grace Keeler also im¬ 
pressed as the two other 
members of Do Re Mi, 
contributing greatly to the 
musicality of the evening. 

Nicky Sweetland is no 
stranger to the local stage 
and her experience shone 
through in the part of the 
American star-in-the- 
making Barbara Winters, 
who hid her femininity in a 
bid to hitch a ride across 
Europe with the boys to es¬ 
cape her clinging mother.

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One woman's fight for peace 


RESIDENTS are being invited to a talk 
about the inspirational experiences of 
one woman’s fight to bring peace to the 
Middle East. 

European Woman of the Year and 
Nobel Peace Prize (1000 Women) nom¬ 
inee, Dette Regan, is visiting the town 
for the first time to talk about her Fol¬ 
low The Women organisation. 

Started in 2004, the organisation’s 
fifth bike last year ride saw around 200 
women from 40 countries cycle 
through, amongst others, Syria, Libya 
and Palestine to promote peace and 
cross-cultural understanding. 

Ms Regan said anyone coming could 
expect to hear about the experience, 
how the idea first started and how it had 
developed into an organisation. 

“I’m really looking forward to coming 
to Bridport and telling people about the 
organisation and spread the word of our 
experiences,” she said. 

Speaking of her experiences, Ms 
Regan continued: “I thought I would get 


a lot of resistance from Muslim leaders, 
but it was completely opposite, they put 
flowers in front of us and welcomed us 
into their homes. 

“We did it for peace, with women 
from different countries cycling to¬ 
gether, basically to go to countries and 
see the reality so we could tell people 
about it.” 

Follow The Women is a non-political 
international organisation and regis¬ 
tered charity that campaigns for peace 
and an end to violence in the Middle 
East. 

Ms Regan also works as an interna¬ 
tional youth worker in Wokingham, 
Berkshire in the UK, which is where 
she first got the idea for starting the bi¬ 
cycle ride.

AFICIONADOS of all things 
millinery are in for a treat after or¬ 
ganisers confirmed the country’s 
first annual hat festival will be 
launching in Bridport.

Views sought on additions 
to the NHS constitution 


PUBLISHED in January 2009, the NHS Constitution 
describes the values and principals of the NHS and 
sets out a series of commitments it should live up to 
along with rights of its patients. 

These include access to timely and relevant care 
along with screening and vaccination programmes 
that it is recommended you should receive. 

A public consultation was launched on November 
10th 2009 asking if further rights should be added in 
the future. These are: 

• the right to choose to die at home; 

• the right to access to NHS dentistry; 

• the right to personal health budgets; 

• the right to choose a GP practice offering extended 
access to evening and weekend appointments; and 

• the right to key diagnostic tests for suspected cancer 
patients within one week of seeing a GP, with an in¬ 
terim milestone of two weeks. 

Under new proposals, everyone aged 40 to 74 will 
have the right to have an NHS Health Check every 
five years to assess their risk of diabetes, heart disease 
and stroke. 

Patients will also have legal rights to maximum 
waiting times for elective procedures and urgent can¬ 
cer referrals. If the NHS is unable to provide care 
quickly enough, it will have to take all reasonable 
steps to provide alternatives. 

Views are being sought nationally on these proposals 


and local people are being reminded that the deadline 
to make their views known is Friday Febmary 5th. 

Jacqueline Swift is Chair of NHS Dorset, she said 
“NHS Dorset is already committed to the existing 
rights and pledges detailed in the NHS Constitution 
and welcomes opinions and feedback from people 
across the county on the new proposals. 

Everyone has a role to play in shaping the success 
of future healthcare and by working together we can 
make the best use of available resources to keep 
Dorset well both mentally and physically”.

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Making his mark with the arts 


MARK CULME-SEYMOUR always felt he would 
like to spend more time carrying out 
voluntary work for the local community. And 
after retiring as a comoditiy broker, Mark has 
fulfilled his dreams by helping to launch the 
Bridport Literary Festival and as Director of 
the Eype Centre of the Arts. 

Here, he tells View reporter TOM GLOVER 
about his passion for the arts. 


M ark Cuime- 
Seymour has 
been influential 
in the local cultural scene 
as a driving force behind 
the inception of the Brid¬ 
port Literary Festival and 
now as Director of the 
Eype Centre for the Arts. 

Mark’s passionate sup¬ 
port of cultural develop¬ 
ment in West Dorset is in 
many ways the realisa¬ 
tion of a repressed dream 
of his youth. 

“I remember thinking 
once on the underground, 
that I wouldn’t mind re¬ 
tiring in my early forties 
and doing some more 
charity or voluntary 
work. I remember that 
thought crossing my 
mind on the tube on the 
way to work and I forgot 
until I stopped working 
and now I find myself 
doing totally voluntary 
work. Maybe it was 
planned I don’t know,” 
he said. 

That thought lay dor¬ 
mant in the back of 
Mark’s mind until the 
end of his highly success¬ 
ful career as a commod¬ 
ity broker. 

Having left school aged 
16 Mark moved to Aus¬ 


tralia to begin a career in 
the media as a lowly 
copy boy on the Aus¬ 
tralian Daily Telegraph. 

After working his way 
onto a small group of 
newspapers Mark began 
to get itchy feet and got a 
job as an unpaid crew 
member on a Brigantine 
headed back to England. 

After a brief spell as a 
driver Mark fell back 
into the media working 
for a Bond Street based 
public relations firm. 

In less than a year Mark 
knew this wasn’t for him. 

He said: “I didn’t want 
to go back into newspa¬ 
pers because of the 
hours. You are always off 
work when everybody is 
at work and I decided I 
wanted a bit more of a 
social life.” 

Mark eventually settled 
in a career beginning 


work as a trainee with 
sugar brokers 

Czarnikow. 

After working as a 
commodity broker for 
nine months Mark was 
moved into the cocoa de¬ 
partment. 

“After nine months I 
was in tears,” he recalled. 
“It was so mind-bog- 
glingly repetitive and 
boring. I went to see 
them and they said I 
could go and work for 
the cocoa department.” 

Mark was working with 
the biggest cocoa crop in 
the world and worked his 
way onto the futures 
market as a floor trader. 

After ten years Mark 
moved to the American 
firm E F Hutton where he 
soon found himself run¬ 
ning the cocoa depart¬ 
ment. 

Mark eventually left 


the company to pursue 
his own venture but when 
the financial climate 
changed in the late 
1980s, he and his partner 
were forced to sell their 
business as banks be¬ 
came increasingly reluc¬ 
tant to lend money to 
commodity houses. 

During his time in the 
industry Mark became 
Chairman of the Cocoa 
Association in London 
and Chairman of the 
London Cocoa terminal 
and futures market. He 
was an influential figure 
who saw the rules of the 
cocoa organisation 
changed and opened up 
the membership to Eu¬ 
rope. 

Despite being a long 
time behind him now, 
Mark still has a good 
word to say for his 
favourite trading com¬ 
modity. 

“I’m not sick of choco¬ 
late at all,” he said. “It’s 
my favourite thing in the 
world and I have some 
everyday. I highly recom¬ 
mend it to everybody. 
Not the milk stuff but the 
plain chocolate is very 
good for you and for your 
brain, it’s full of antioxi¬ 
dants.” 

After settling in Dorset, 
and with a successful ca¬ 
reer behind him, Mark 
became the director of 
the Eype Centre for the 
Arts in 2004, realising 
the repressed dream from 
his early days as a Lon¬ 
don businessman. 

The previous director, 
Dr Ray Shorthouse, had 
retired and the running of 
the centre had become 
highly disorganised and 
this was something that 
attracted Mark. 

He said: “I went to this 
meeting and we sat round 
the table and discussed 
what was going to hap¬ 
pen and who was going 
to run it. They all looked 
round and they seemed to 
be looking at me all the 
time. There was no or¬ 
ganisation and that is 
something that I am par¬ 
ticularly good at, so that’s 
how it all started.” 

Mark’s involvement 
has seen the centre’s 
membership increase ten 
fold from 120 to 1,200, 
calling on his public rela¬ 
tions skills honed in the 
sixties. 

A highlight of Mark’s 
time at the centre is un¬ 
doubtedly his involve¬ 
ment with the launch of 
the Bridport Literary Fes¬ 
tival. 

“When I first got in¬ 
volved my brother’s part¬ 
ner Josceline Dimblebey 
had just written a book 
and was telling me about 
literary festivals and I 
thought it sounded like a 
fantastic way to raise 
money and it would be 


interesting for people to 
come and hear all the 
authors,” said Mark. 

He shared his plans 
with Bridport based au¬ 
thor Gijs van Hensber- 
gen whose wife Alex 
Coulter had recently be¬ 
come chairman of the 
Bridport Arts Centre. 

A few weeks later 
Mark attended a meet¬ 
ing at the arts centre 
with artist Tanya Bruce- 
Lockhart and it was 
agreed that the Bridport 
Literary Festival would 
be launched to coincide 
with the already estab¬ 
lished Bridport Prize. 

The first festival was a 
great success and at¬ 
tracted the likes of Louis 
de Bernieres, Elizabeth 
Jane Howard and Fay 
Weldon to St Peter’s 
church. 

When the literary fes¬ 
tival decided to keep all 
its events within Brid¬ 
port, the Eype Centre 
for the Arts started its 
own festival. It now 
hosts two festivals a 
year, in April and Octo¬ 
ber. 

Mark said: “Books 
generally come out in 
the first half and second 
half of the year so we 
thought we would have 
one in April and then 
one in October. 

“Some people find it a 
bit strange to have two 
literary festivals so close 
together with ours in 
October and Bridport’s 
in November, but actu¬ 
ally it works very well. 
People like Kate Adie, 
who we had last year, al¬ 


ways draw a full house 
and I understand that the 
Bridport event always 
draws good crowds 
too.” 

It’s not just the literary 
world that is attracted to 
Eype. Mark also 
launched “Artists of the 
Jurassic Coast” an exhi¬ 
bition, which attracts 
around 1,000 people a 
year during the month 
of September. 

As an international 
trader, with offices 
across the continents, 
Mark is a well travelled 
man. But for the time 
being at least, he has 
found a haven in which 
he has settled. 

“At the end of 2000 I 
went for a walk down 
here and looked at all 
this amazing West Bex- 
ington landscape and 
thought what a wonder¬ 
ful place to have a 
house. 

“I just absolutely love 
it down here,” he said. 
“I take the dog out and 
it’s an amazing place to 
live. You’ve got to like 
the sea and being 
slightly apart from 
everybody but it’s com¬ 
pletely different from 
Bridport and Nether- 
bury. All the birds are 
different, the climate is 
slightly different; it’s 
very strange.” 

Mark seems very set¬ 
tled at his home in West 
Bexington but he does 
have a tendency to live 
on the spur of the mo¬ 
ment. 

He said: “The plan for 
the future is to live day 


to day, that is the best 
way to live. You have to 
have some vague plan 
but you never know 
what’s going to happen 
to you. 

“I’d like to carry on 
out in Eype for a little 
while longer but I al¬ 
ways find I have a 
threshold of about 10 
years and towards the 
end of that, and some¬ 
times I haven’t earned it, 
I tend to get quite bored. 

“I like building things 
up and I like creating 
something and that in a 
way is the challenge, so 
who knows what I will 
want to create next. I’m 
halfway through my 
memoirs so if I had a bit 
more time I might be 
able to finish the second 
half. 

“There are always new 
things to get involved 
with and do and it’s 
fun.” 

Mark is certainly a 
man who gets things 
done, but whether he 
will continue to do that 
in England is another 
question. 

Mark spent seven 
years of his childhood in 
Paris and he is still very 
fond of France. 

He said: “There are 
times when I go over 
and French people think 
I’m French because I 
have somehow retained 
the language. I have to 
say there are times when 
I think a nice place in 
Paris wouldn’t be too 
bad, but you never know 
what’s going to happen 
tomorrow.”

It has 
been a tea room since 1902 and has been superbly and 
sympathetically renovated by the current owners, Derek 
and Deborah Dailey, including the refurbishment of the old 
gas lamps which still work. 

They also found a copy of the Abbot's Bible with a 15th 
century cover over a 12th century manuscript, lodged up 
the main chimney. 

Derek is a chef and prepares most of the food which he 
tries to source from local farms and producers in the coun¬ 
try. All of the cakes and scones are baked fresh every morn¬ 
ing, and they serve good, hearty breakfasts from 7.30am to 
10.00am. 

As well as the traditional 'cream teas' there is always 
homemade soup of the day, a wide selection of sandwiches 
and hot baguettes and a daily'specials' board.

■ The Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis 
on the 11th June 1685 to challenge King James' 
claim to the throne, following the death of Charles 
II. He assembled an army in excess of 3000 men 
and marched to Sedgemoor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a 
month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five 
Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 cases were heard in the 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of these 
292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 were exe¬ 
cuted, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - 
was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and impris¬ 
oned in the Tower of London. He died in 1689 
while awaiting trial, prob¬ 
ably of natural causes. Ru¬ 
mours at the time said he 
has been poisoned while 
in the Tower and that his 
body had been returned 
to Dorchester and walled 
up in the Courtroom - 
now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak 
panelled room has been 
carefully restored to main¬ 
tain its character and orig¬ 
inal features. 

Today it is called The 
Oakroom and is a delight¬ 
ful tearoom, with a peace¬ 
ful, tranquil atmosphere, 
replicating the style and 
service of a Lyons Corner 
House.

Host Peter Kay called Gallagher"a k***head"as he left the stage, resulting 
in a war of words over the next few days with Liam accusing Kay of not 
being a real northerner on Twitter and Kay responding by calling Liam "a 
k***head"once again through his own web site. Want to liven up a staid 
corporate event with a bit of controversy? Give Liam Gallagher a call. 

The Outstanding Contribution award - the supposed highlight of the 
evening and an honour previously given to the likes of Paul McCartney 
and The Who - was presented to Robbie Williams. Yes, Robbie Williams. 
The alien bothering has-been whose idea of entertainment is holding out 
his mic to the crowd and telling them to 'sing it'. 

A great songwriter. Legendary vocalist. A virtuoso of the guitar. These 
are the sort of attributes that candidates for this once prestigious award 
should have. Not some bloke that might pass as a good turn down the 
pub on a Saturday night. 

What with last year's winners of the award the Pet Shop Boys plugging 
sponsors Mastercard - are they really that short of cash? - at either end of 
the ad breaks, I'm amazed I got through the whole show.

TWO masters of their own musical genres join forces at the Marine 
Theatre in Lyme Regis on March 11th when Justin Adams and 
Juldeh Camara combine in an evening described as part blues, 
part world music. This is a concert celebrating their album Tell No 
Lies where the deep roots of African music nourish the raw electric 
groove of rock and roll, where Gnawa spirit rhythms come up 
against Chicago distortion, where snaky N’awlins rhythm has a 
West London howl, and a Sahel Wail. 

Juldeh Camara is an African Master Musician, taught to play by 
his blind father, who himself was taught directly by the djinn. Play¬ 
ing the ritti, a one-stringed fiddle and West African ancestor of the 
violin, he participated as a griot (a West African poet, praise singer 
and repository of oral tradition) in traditional Fula society. Juldeh 
has the drive and effortless flow of a great Bluesman. While his in¬ 
strument brings to mind Delta players like Big Joe Williams, as well 
as AN Farka Toure, there is a lilt in his playing that hints at the an¬ 
cient links between North Africa and the Celtic World. He describes

a Celtic fiddle, then a Saharan herdsman's flute. 

Justin Adams has been at the cutting edge of world music 
alchemy since the 1990's with Jah Wobble, Robert Plant (Adams 
co-wrote The Mighty Rearranger), Natacha Atlas, The Festival of 
the Desert, and Tinariwen (producing their first and third albums). 
Taking influences from African, Arabic and Irish traditions as well 
as rock and roll and the Blues, his distinctive, driving guitar style 
is the missing link between Bo Diddley and Munir Bashir. With Tell 
No Lies, his collaboration with Juldeh Camara, Adams delves 
deeper into the African origins of black American music, following 
the roots of New Orleans and Mississippi soul right back to the 
Songhai, Fulani and Toureg peoples of West Africa. 

Justin and Juldeh have been playing together for two years, fol¬ 
lowing the release of the critically acclaimed "Soul Science" in 2007 
(winner of the BBC Radio 3 World Music Award in the Crossing 
Continents category), touring at festivals in Siberia, Mexico City, 
Morocco and WOMAD.The touring experience has clearly brought 
them closer together as musicians and added to the unique nature 
of their musical style. Over time the two musicians have naturally 
fused their styles and begun to create a musical language of their 
own, where it becomes difficult to see if Justin is becoming more 
African or Juldeh more Western. 

MarineTheatre Creative Director Ian Stephens said:"This is going 
to be a fascinating evening. People won't be sure whether to sit 
back and admire the musicianship of these two wonderful players, 
or get up and dance to the African rhythms. We're looking to de¬ 
velop more original and varied music at the Marine Theatre, 
and we're really fortunate to attract two such widely-ad- 
mired artistes."

A NEW exhibition opens at Dorset County Museum this Saturday (February 
27th) entitled Dorset Footprint. It showcases recent works by Dutch artist

Book ahead to reduce 
car rental stress 


CUSTOMERS requiring a 
rental car during the 
busy Easter and Summer 
Holiday periods need to 
book in advance if they 
want to avoid disap¬ 
pointment, the British 
Vehicle Rental and Leas¬ 
ing Association (BVRLA) 
has warned. 

The hire car shortage ex¬ 
perienced last summer is 
likely to be repeated this 
year, particularly in tourist 
hotspots and at airports. 
Rental companies have re¬ 
duced their fleet sizes since 
the recession hit and have 
fewer vehicles with which 
to meet any bottlenecks in 
demand. 

The industry is also ham¬ 
pered by government red 
tape and tax issues which 
can make it difficult for 


rental companies to move 
vehicles around Europe. 

"Rental companies al¬ 
ways try to look ahead and 
estimate demand for peak 
periods, but with finance in 
short supply and new vehi¬ 
cle prices rising, they can ill 
afford to have cars sitting 
around idle," said John 
Lewis, chief executive of 
the BVRLA. 

"This means that there 
will be periods when de¬ 
mand outstrips supply. You 
wouldn't go to an airport 
and expect to buy a ticket 
on the day you want to 
travel, and the same should 
apply to renting a car. 

"Cars are expensive as¬ 
sets and you can't turn the 
supply on and off like an 
ice-cream machine or 
printing presses."

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BOB BUCKLER RACING 


Buckler: 'The Sawyer - race of his life' 


BOB Buckler described The Sawyer's 
third place in the Grade 1 Betfair 
Ascot Chase on Saturday as the best 
race of his life. 

The ten-year-old chestnut gelding 
ran a superb race to finish just 3 14 
lengths down on the winner Monet's 
Garden who repeated his victory in 
2007, and would have been on a hat 
trick had he not been up against 
Kauto Star last year. 

"He ran a blinder," enthused Buck¬ 
ler. "It was an amazing run and cer¬ 
tainly the best race of his life by far." 

The outsider of six, The Sawyer al¬ 
though himself a front runner, had to 
settle for a place tracking the 12- 
year-old gelding who led from start 
to finish. 

At Swindley Bottom second time 
around jockey Nathan Sweeney 
broke first and picked up the pace to 
move alongside Nicky Richard's 
charge but coming into the straight 
he had dropped to fourth as the oth¬ 
ers took closer order as Monet's Gar¬ 


den started to quicken. 

It looked like the punters knew 
their stuff as the 20/1 shot appeared 
to be going backwards, but Sweeney 
picked him up and together with 
Grand National entrant Albertas Run 
they chased the grey who has won 
16 of his 30 races in a spectacular ca¬ 
reer. 

Although Monet's Garden was 
never in any danger of losing; Barry 
Geraghty eased him up towards the 
line, The Sawyer stayed on and 
closed on Albertas Run by the finish. 

"Despite recent good wins at Ascot 
and Cheltenham, you have to realise 
he was racing them on level weights 
and Nathan couldn't claim his al¬ 
lowance, so this was a superb effort,' 
said Buckler. 

Having enjoyed lucrative handicap 
successes, he is now likely to return 
to the handicap arena next month at 
the Cheltenham Festival. 

"He ran a super race and I'm trying 
to get hold of the handicapper to 


find out what he's going to do, hope¬ 
fully he won't be too harsh." 

"He's come out of the race well and 
hopefully he'll head to Cheltenham 
now for either the two-mile-five- 
furlong handicap Byrne Group Plate 
or the William Hill Trophy over three 
miles where he might meet Niche 
Market who is due to have a final 
warm up before the Grand National." 

Buckler is also looking at a race in 
Auteuil in April as an alternative. 

Nick Skelton will renew his part¬ 
nership with Irish Grand National 
winner Niche Market in the Aintree 
Grand National on April 10th. "It's 
all been agreed," confirmed Buckler. 

Two other horses from the Henley 
stable ran on the same Ascot card as 
The Sawyer and although they did 
not have the same success, Buckler 
was pleased with both horse's runs. 

Ballygulleen was the 100/1 rank 
outsider in the Sodexo Prestige 
Reynoldstown Novices'Chase (grade 
2). 

Racing against four horses entered 
for Cheltenham he was by far the 
least experienced of the field, and in 
the end it showed, although Buckler 
had sympathy for him. 

"Yes he was outclassed but all the 
others are entered for Grade 1 Chel¬ 
tenham races, but he jumped well 
and now might go to Ludlow on 
Wednesday (today)." 

Fun Guy was also the 100/1 out¬ 
sider in the NH Flat (bumper) race 
and he finished well down the field. 
He and Wood Yer were clear of the 
field at the halfway mark, but he 
faded in the heavy ground. 

"He bowled along in front but got 
stuck in the mud and choked a bit. 
He does have a breathing problem 
and the effort from the heavy 
ground would have made it worse. 

He will be much better on firmer 
ground which won't affect his 
breathing so much."

YEOVIL Town chairman John Fry commenting on Terry 
Skiverton's first year's tenure as manager is reported as 
claiming "he can go all the way". 

Cynics would say he would say that, after all he ap¬ 
pointed him and he needs to justify his selection. 

As a season ticket holder I am afraid I am far from con¬ 
vinced that Fry is right and he is the answer. 

The chairman and his sidekick Martin Starnes have 
done a great job in keeping the finances under reason¬ 
able control, and every fan will be grateful that the 
Glovers are not making headlines like Southend United 
who are currently the subject of a winding up order 
against them. 

Let's face it though Skivvo was the cheap option when 
Fry dismissed Russell Slade last season. 

A superb warrior and leader of men on the field, Skiver- 
ton does not appear to be the same person when he is 
stood on the touchline. 

He stands impassively regardless of the situation, leav¬ 
ing the animation to his assistant Nathan Jones who leaps 
around like a demented monkey. 

It was upsetting in the recent home defeat by Hudder¬ 
sfield Town to see the manager turn away with a smile on 
his face after Dean Bowditch skied a penalty over the bar 
that would have given his side a share of the points. 

Fry quite rightly claims that Skiverton needs time to 
grow into the job and that he will make errors in his first 
managerial role. Of course he is right, but can he continue 
to justify the situation when Yeovil continue to slide to¬ 
wards the bottom of League One. 

Can he explain that with five internationals in the side 
why the team performance is consistently poor? 

Keeper Alex McCarthy, defender Steven Caulker and 
midfielders Shaun MacDonald, Owain Tudur-Jones and 
Ryan Mason have all represented their country this sea¬ 
son at various levels, so are clearly of a high technical 
standard, so you can only assume the manager has got 
his tactics wrong. 

Why, when you are a goal down, do you not make any 
substitutions to try and change the game? A goal down 
at home to Colchester last week, Skiverton remained mo¬ 
tionless, almost resigned to defeat and made no attempt 
to change the side's personnel. 

It is also very frustrating as a spectator to listen to the 
manager's after match interview where when the side has 
clearly not played well to hear him praise the team's per¬ 
formance. He rarely makes a negative comment about his 
side, preferring to praise the opposition's play when often 
that is not the case. 

Should Fry have gone for a more experienced manager? 

It was interesting to see John Ward, who has a wealth 
of managerial experience with Bristol Rovers, Bristol City, 
Wolves and Cheltenham Town assisting Adie Boothroyd 
on the touchline for Colchester recently. 

I appreciate that Skivvo has to start somewhere but it 
leaves you wondering what someone with his experience 
would have done in the situation. 

I hope I am wrong and that Skiverton can arrest the de¬ 
cline, but I do worry that it may be too late.

STAND-IN PROPS HOLD'MINSTER AT BAY 


ANOTHER round of league fixtures took 
place on Saturday last and all local clubs, 
with one notable exception, were in¬ 
volved.

WARMINSTER 14pts WEYMOUTH 55pts 

WEYMOUTH put last week's reversal well 
and truly behind them by winning with a 
great deal to spare, at Warminster. Al¬ 
though one or two of their squad returned 
from injury, one or two were still absent, 
necessitating that several played out of 
position. 

One of these, Adam Poole, normally a 
centre, turned out at scrum-half and was 
in great part responsible for his side's per¬ 
formance, providing a good link between 
forwards and backs. 

There is too, a dearth of fit props in the 
Weymouth club at the moment, but those 
standing in really put their hands up and 
the result of their efforts is reflected in the 
score line.

HAVING no league game, the Weymouth 
second side took on Dorchester thirds in a 
friendly match and won by three tries to 
one, but had to come from behind to do 
so. 

They faced the breeze and sun in the first 
period and trailed by an unconverted try 
to nil at the halfway stage. 

An unconverted try by skipper Nathan 
Allen levelled the score soon after the 
restart; and there followed a concerted 
move where players threw short passes 
and looped round to take a return. 

The visitors finally ran out of cover and 
Adam Darcy completed the move to give 
his side the lead. This score too remained 
unconverted , but a third try by Andy 
Thorne before the final whistle, completed 
the win. 

DEVIZES 20pts DORCHESTER 20pts 

LOOKING back, Dorchester will consider 
that this game was "the one that got away" 
but it was rather more than that. 

They were possibly a little fortunate to 
come back with a share of the spoils. In 
fact they should really have wrapped up 
the result by the end of the first quarter. 
They dominated in this period and were 
guilty of missing several scoring opportu¬ 
nities. 

They did score a penalty goal through 
Adam Jones during this time but, after 
twenty minutes' play the home side, real¬ 
ising that they were still in the contest, 
started to come to the party. 

In fact it was Dorchester who increased 
their lead just before the half hour with a 
try by Read who, spotting a gap on 
halfway, ran to the posts, eluding several 
would be tacklers on the way.

Centre Tony Dommett broke and scored 
from set piece possession some fifteen 
minutes after the restart and a couple of 
minutes later full-back Cutting joined the 
line at a set scrum in midfield, found a gap 
and ran to the posts. Lewis converted both 
tries to put his side in control at 27-7 
ahead. 

Idris Croft contributed twice to the next 
Bridport score, charging down an at¬ 
tempted clearance to wrong foot the de¬ 
fence initially and then being on hand to 
touch down after the ball had gone 
through several pairs of hands.
